The time of the Governor-General and 
L»dy Aberdeen waa not quite ao fully occu- 
pied yesterday ai on the preceding day. 
The mornlog waa spent quietly^and in the 
afternoon St. Ann's Academy was visited. 
Too party afterwards drove lo the provin- 
cial m'naeum, where a short time was passed 
under the guidance of Mr. John Fannin, the 
curator, in looking over the interesting and 
DuriouB thinga to be seen there. 

A presentation on behalf of the Diooeaan 
Synod, was made to His Exoellenoy at 
Bishops Close during the afternoon, and in 
the evening a dinner anflievening party were 
given at Government House in honor of tho 
visitors. 



AT ST. ANN'S ACADEMY. 

The Governor-General and the Countess of 
Abi-rdecn Welcomed by the PHplis. 

Thoi vioo-rcgal party visited St. Ann's 
aoadoiriy yesterday afternoon, tho reception 
being one of tho moat pleasant and porhops 
tho prottioBt of those tendered during tho 
atay in Victoria. The long hall of tho 
aoadnmy was gracefully decorated and 
grouped upon tho platform were nearly one 
hundred young ladies all drcased booom- 
iugly in whito. At a short distance were 
arm chairs for tho illustrious visitors, while 
in tho audienco behind were a boat 
of little boya and girls from tho kindergar- 
ten.

The fo'nr yoting ladies then advanced and 
presented booquets and baskets of iloworB 
to the Connteaa and Lady Marjorie, nor 
were His Excellency or little Hon. Archie 
forgotten, for each had a button-hole bou- 
quut pinned to his coat. After a harp solo 
by a young lady pupil and a Latin anthem, 
LKudato Paerl, BUttg by a group of the 
pupils, 

His Exoellenoy replied to the address of 
welcome aa follows : 
Your Honor, Mr. Premier, Rev. Mother 
Superior, ladioa and gentlemen : 

You have indeed given ua a charming and 
attraotive greeting. ThiB is not the first 



time— and I sincerely hope it will not bo the 
last- that wa have an opportunity of visit 
ing an academy or convene of this deacrip 
tion in Canada, and on every occasion we 
have found one common element andoharac- 
toristio, namely, that of loyalty, expressed 
in most kindly and most cordial terms. But 
while there hua been thia one characteristic, 
and no doubt other charaotnristics applying 
to all, there has on oacb oociision been some 
distinctive feature, so that the Interest has 
never flagged on any occasion that wo have 
had the opportunity of making auch visits. 
And Lady Ab¥bdeen and I naturally expected 
that oh coming here to-day we should have 
had some very agreeable experience. But 
as I have indicated, hot only have our ex- 
peotationa been fulfilled, but as oh some 
other oooMions we have had Bomewhat of a 
surprise. I confess the first thing I noticed 
on coming in was the very bright and at- 
traotive appearance presented by all these 
young people, adorned as they are in anoh a 
very becoming and graceful manner. An- 
other thing whioh I noticed waa not only tho 
extremely loyal and cordial terms in which 
t^hle charming address is expressed, bub also 
tho excellent manner in whioh it was read. 
Now I think good reading la an art whioh 
perhaps in tho past has not been ao carefully 
studied aa it might bo, or at any rate 
not BO BUOceasfuUy acquired as could 
be wished. And therefore I think it ia a 
very agreeable sign of the sort of education 
given in any academy when we find any of 
the pupils able to read, not only Intel- 
ligonlly, but gracefully and with expres- 
sion — not Id an exaggerated or artitioial 
manner, but with fooling ond agreeable 
intonation. Of course wo aro not all 
gifted with equally melodious voices, but 
wo can all study, espeoially if wo have tho 
advantage of being taught us you aro here. 
I ought to notice aleo tho bouquets pre- 
sented. Our little girl has been given much 
pleasure by these dolightful souvenirs. 
These are some of tho features which we 
shall remember in oonnoction with this 
moat pleasant visit. It is, of courso, 
the duty of one oooupying the 
position of repreaentativo of Her Mujesty in 
this great Dominion to make himself ao- 
quainted with all that concerns tho national 
development of tho country ; and in no 
matter more than in that whioh ia of such 
paramount importance — the groat work of 
education. Therefore it is a great advantage 
us well as a. great privilege to have the 
opportunity cf .seeing what is being done in 
this all important' matter. Yesterday we 
had the opportunity , of meeting a great oou- 
courae of the children attending the public 
aohoola of Victoria. To-day wo ha/o this 
opportunity of meeting others who aro also 
being ably and . effectively taught. 
And it is an additional pleaeure 
that we have with us on. this i.oooaBio'n His 
Honor the Lieut. -Governor and Mrs. Dewd- 
ney, and also the Prime Minister of the 
Province and the Minlaler of Educa- 
tion, who thus display their hearty and 
sympathetio intoreat in what ia going on 
here as well as elaowhere In the same direc- 
tion, I have decidedly formed the ioipres- 
slon that white no doubt In all parts of tho 
Dominion education In Its widest and most 
comprehenalvo sense is being carefully and 
earnesily cultivated, In uo province Is 
this wor'k being carried on more sucoess- 
fully and thoughtfully than In British 
Columbia. Well, dear young friends, I am 
afraid I am trying to speak in two direc- 
tions at the same time (glancing round at 
the little ones of tho kindergarten seated 
behind him), but I wish to aay to you that 
Lady Aberdeen and I offer our good wiabei 
for year auccesa in the highest sense of the 
word. Wo hope that a bright and honorable 
career awaits you in whatever position you 
may bo called upon to fill. You may he 
sure that you have now the opportunity of 
laying tho foundation of future use- 
fulness in t^he highest seDse of tho word, 
and meanwhile you have an iniluence — you 
havo a work each of you to do, ua Lady Ab- 
erdeen said yeaterday — among your friends, 
and though yon little know It, yen may have 
an influence npon thoae who aro older than 
youraetves. What an eneonragement it is 
the Sisters in their aaored 
and noble work, when they see 
that you, children, are endeavoring to 
make good ubo of your opportunitiea. Now, 
I want to say a word to the little boya. I 
hope yon foul as much at home as we do. 
You feel probably that you are in the 
minority. Well never mind that. I am in 
the minority (ainiloe) ; so is tho Lieut.- 
Govornor und others who aro hero. But we 
are delighted to aeo you here. Wo aro 
sorry that the time will not permit us to go 
through tho schools and aeo you on your 
own ground. Wo uro, however, delighted 
to see you in this way and, as far as I can 
judge, you are promising material ; and I 
hope you will give good roaaon to this City, 
lo the Province, to the Dominion and to the 
Plmpirn to be proud of you. And remem- 
ber what Burns tho poet said when speaking 
of a boy : 

" Ho will bo a credit to na a'." 
That is what I hone all yon boys will be, 
Thrre is one other thing whioh I wiah to 
epoak about, namely, the presentation of a 
medal, X am told that Her Boyal HighneBs 
the Prinoegs Louise, wife of a most able and 
excellent Governor-General, visited this in- 
stitution on a former occasion uiul ofrorcd a 
medal for competition among tho pupila. I 
fool thoroforo that I am following a good 
precedent, and in any case I think I am 
doing a right thiug in ofTcring a medal to bo 
oonipoted for in auch a wty as 
shall elicit tho all round excellonces 
of this academy. In conclusion I bog to 
oUor my osvn and Lady Aberdeen's best 
wiahcs for your success, and my congratula- 
tions to tho ladies who conduct this Insti- 
tution. (Applause.) 

His Exoellenoy also announced that he 
would offer a bronze modal for competition 
among tho boya, after which, amid the en- 
thualaatio applause of tho pupils, ho asked 
tho mother auporior for a whole holiday for 
the pupils, and trusted that Biahnp Lem- 
mens would givo tho boya a holiday also. 

Hon. Theodore Davie, at the request of 
His Excellency, made the foUowing short 
address .to the pupila : 

<* I am sure you will all feel very deeply 
grateful for the kindness and consideration 
in the words of the distiognisbed visitor we 
have jast heard. He was good' enough to 
refer to the loyalty expresBed, . particularly 
by the children > of the Roman Catholio 
Bchoola, He knows whereof he Bpeaks. 
It Is a common error among many 
to think there Is a difference between 
tho loyalty of tho Roman Catholics and that 
of other denominations, when in fact the 
feeling of loyalty has juat as much respon30 
in tho Roman Cutholio breast aa in any 
other. I am sure that His ExcoUenoy will 
find that tho children of this school are soo- 
ond to none in their attainments, in the

by 60,000. 

Xowa— A small vote was polled, but en- 
ough retuma are at hand to indicate the 
election of the entire Republican ticket by 
5,000, with the exception of J udge Granger 
and B. I. Sellingor for supreme court, whose' 
opponenta were endorsed by the Popniista. 

Ohio— Democratic State Chairman Taylor: 
haa juat telegraphed to the Cinoinnatl lc- 
quirer ooncading the state to the Republi- 
cans by 150,000 plurality. 

Louisiana — Five and poesibly six Domo. 
erotic congressmen are elected in this state. 

Maryland — The Republicans have made 
unprecedented gains. Ic is certain that ut 
midnight two Republican congresamcn 
havo been elected. 

Michigan — The reports received by both 
state committees indicate that the whole 
Republican state ticket has been elooted, 
with a solid Republican dolegalion to con- 

esa. 

Minnesota — Figures at hand point to the 
olectian of u fusion senate, but tho Re- 
publicans seem to have u majority in tho 
houEO sutlioiently large to givo them a safe 
load on a joint ballot. The Republicans 
elect lieab.-governor, secretary of Btate, 
treasurer, attorney-general, chief jostioe of 
tho supreme court and clerk of tiie supreme 
court. 

Nebraska— The Bepublioans elect the^ 
state ticket. 

New Jersey — Betnrns indicate the elec-

While the Damoorata 
appear to have lost heavily tho returns aro 
not suiiiciontly full to indicate that they 
havo lost any of tho districts. 

West Virginia — The Republican commit- 
tee olaima all four oongrdsmen, The indi- 
cationa arc that a Republican leglalature has 
beon elected. 

Washington — The Indioationa at 11 o'clock 
aro that tho stato hos gone Republican by 
about 9,000 plurality, 'i'ho next legislatui-e 
will bo Republican. In King county tne 
Republican candidates for congress are lead- 
ing heavily, but tho returns from many 
country districts not heard from may re- 
duce the majorities. Tho entire stato legla- 
litivo ticket, with possibly three excep- 
tions, is elected.

Savle. Mr. Djivio wag not oxpoctnd at tliu 
capital, BOvertholeBS ho is always welcome, 
and has tho faculty of tranaaoling a vast 
unonnt of publio businesB in a short space 
•f Mme. Oa bia many paab viaita to Ottawa 
Mr. Davie haa never been heard aa a publio 
apeaker. Hia uttoranoes, therefore, at the 
aemi-prlvate gathering at tho Bldeau olub on 
fTbnraday evening in reply to a toast to his 
health were listened to by the Ottawa men 
present, and espeoially the members of the 
Bominioa government, with more than or- 
dinary intereat. To aay that Mr. Davie ao- 
knitted himself well hardly does him justice. 
Aa a matter of faot he acquitted himself 
mMf. 

Hon. Mr. Daly, in proposing Mr. Divie'a 
licalth, referred to tho magnificent reaoarceb 
of British Columbia and in other waya eulo- 
gised your Rront province. This Was a text 
of which Mr. Davie availed himself to the 
utmost. It should be preniiaed that the 
occasion was a bantiuot nivon by Mr. Daly 
to the members of a Mmitoba delegation, 
who aro hero to prcsa for aid to tho Hudson 
Bay railway. Mr. D.ivio pointed out that 
British Columbia had more than a passing 
intoreat in this project. Tho people of your 
yrovince had groat hopes of seeing con- 
•traoted within a few years another railway 
— the Britiah Paoitio — which would render 
Bocessible the fine growing landa of tho Peace 
liyer district and those of the Saskatchewan 
valley. The promotera of this road, there- 
fore, would be glad to aee a railway built to 
Hudson bay, aa it would in that way give 
the British PaciOo an outlet to tide water.

DYNAMITE OUTRAGE. 

The Atteniiit to Blow Up tho Besldence of 
Jlon. Mr. Urett. 

London, Nov. 6. — A squad of detectives 
fmrn Scotland Yard aro investigating the 
•xploaion which occurred ahortly after 11 
o'dock on Sunday night at the reaidenoe of 
Hon. Reginald Brett In TUney atreet, two 
doera from the reaidenoe of Sir Henry Haw- 
UbIj one* of the juatioes of the Queen's 
bni^ diviaion of the high court of justice, 
lor whom the bomb ia supposed to have 
been intended. Colonel Edward Bradford, 
chief commissioner of the police, ia peraon- 
tA)y directing the matter. The aoene 
iround Tilncy street at daybreak thia 
nnrning waa uno of extreme excitement. 
Q'ho ivhole neighborhood seemed to be in 
pomeasion of uniformed police and detec- 
tivea, who kept bi.ck tho sightaeera. Many 
iiyjidenta woro so alarmed that they fled 
irom their houaes and have been afraid to 
latum. As soon as there waa light enough 
iowork. Col. M&gcndye, chief iuapector of 
oiplosivca, directed that photographs of tho 
tctne be taken from all points of view, and 
all fragments of tho bomb, splinters, etc., 
■were taken to tho homo oUice for examina- 
iiou. Up to noon to-duy the police have no 
dflinite theory as to tho origin 
ci tho explosion, with tho ex- 
ception of suspecting a man from 
Ihe Savoy hotel. Tho authorities are 
ISSnnlog down four theories. Ono is that the 
explosion ia the work of some peraon who 
sought revenge for some deoiaiou rendered 
by the late Lord Esher, master of the rolls, 
»nd father of Reginald Brott. Another 
theory Is that Brott may have incurred the 
entity of dynamiters. The third theory ia 
that the explosion was caused by the Irish 
phyiioal force party. The fourth theory ia 
that the Anarohiata attempted to carry out 
tjturcata. made ogainib Justice Hawkins.

Kusslan Feasants on Trial for Oiler'

Exclasion of American Cattle From 
Germany— Commercial Agrreement 
Between Canada and France. 



LoNDoy, Nov. 6. — The trial is impending 

of a number of peaaants of the Kaztn district 
of Russia for killing a peasant as a saoriSco 
to the idols of the Votiaka, a Finnish race 
living in a more or less unoiviUzed condition 
along the river Volga, between the Vialka 
and Kamar rivers. 

In Peru the Cacerea government haa im- 
posed duties on all articles that have been 
hitherto admitted free of duty. Gen. Pioro- 
la, ex preeident, has landed at Piaco, 100 
miles south of Callao. 

The French journals regard it as a matter 
for congratulation that Nicholas II replied 
personally to General Mercier's measago of 
condolence. Tho Matin says : " Every 
Frenchman is filled with gratitude when he 
learns that Nicholas II haa affirmed directly 
hia sympathy with our army, the moat popu- 
lar and precious of our national forcea. 

Le Figaro says : On the day of bis ao- 
oesalon the Czar placed himself in direct 
communication with one of our ministers. 

Tho Standard's Madrid correspondent 
says that Senor Arbazuza is the new minis- 
ter of the colonies ; Pnigoerver has the minis- 
try of public works and Capdepon the minis- 
try of the interior. 

Eugene Esperance Oudin, the noted singer 
who was atrioken with paralyais two weeks 
ago, is dead. Mr. Oudin's illness is attri- 
buted directly to overtaxing his strength in 
oaring for his friend, tbe late Charlea Chat- 
terton, Signor Ferugini's brother. 

The Turkish embaaay at Rome denies that 
the Saltan prevented Azerian, the Catholic 
Armenian Fartriaroh of Oonatontinople, from 
coming to the conferenoe now in progreaa at 
the Vatican. 

In tbe recent conflict between the Turner's 
surveyors and Cort and Wiziris on the 
frontier, 21 soldiers, mostly natives, and '23 
foUowora, were lost by the British, and 250 
Wiziris wore killed. 

A dispatch to the Times from Berlin says : 
The Agrarian league has presented a memor- 
ial to Chancellor Hohenlohe, requesting him 
to exclude all American cattle shipped to 
Germany on October 28. Tho memorial 
demanda that the cattle bo returned to the 
United States, and, aftor unloading, that 
the ships that brought them to Germany bo 
quarantined. Tho object of the memorial Is 
to brand ex Chancellor Caprivi'a decree as 
defective, and so avoid being compelled to 
acknowledge chat Caprivi had the welfare of 
tho agrarians at heart. Though tho efforts 
of American Ambassador Runyon to obtain 
a repeal of tbe measure forbidding the im- 
portation of American cattle have failed, 
further attempts will lie made to arrive at 
an understanding with the government on 
the matter. 

Ls Matin publishes an article by Sir 
Charles Dilkn on the relations between Great 
Britain and France, in which he assorts that 
the difficulty existing between tho two gov- 
ernments in regard to Newfoundland faces 
li^ngland rather than France, Sir Charles 
ozpreaseH regret over the warlike attitude 
us^umea by tho French government towards 
Madagascar. He believes France oonld ob 
tain all she waa entitled to by paoifio means 

Le Figaro aays the first credit asked by 
the government for the proseontion of the 
Madagascar expedition will be 78,000,000 
francs. 

I'rivato advices in London state that 
Madagascar proposes to make a stubborn re- 
siatanco to I'Vancu's attempt to enforce her 

demandfa. 

Tho cuatoms committee of tho French 
cliamber of doputie.'j to-day after a thorough 
diHCiiBfiiou of tho bill providing for the oom- 
moroial agreoinont between Franco and the 
Dominion of Canada, voted in favor of the 
agreement. 

Tho Koelniacho Zoitung, of Berlin, an- 
nounces tho resignation of L)r. von Schilling, 
minister of juatico. Ho will retain bis post 
until December 12, however, and thus com 
plotcs his fiftieth year in tho state service 
Even with this chango the cabinet crisis will 
not bo finally settled. Dr. von Boettiaoher, 
aeorotary of tho interior, and Froiherr von 
Borlepseh, minister of commerce, ara shift 
ing uneasily in thoir places and may go at 
any time. Both have asked to retire, but 
were requested by the Emperor, who fears 
to disquiet the country with more political 
sensations, to difer ali action for the pres- 
ent. 

Priooe Bismarok ia auifetiag again from 
neuralgia of the faoe, and his departure from 
Freidriohsruhe has been deferred untli the 
lOth. Dr. Sobweninger has relieved him 

somewhat by making him chew his food 
witli ao mucli muscular exertion of the jaws 
aa possibli), and drink strong wine. He 
does not allow tho prince to uso an aoa- 
ihotlcs.

LoNDOK, Nov. 5.— The Daily Newa baa 

information that China ia sniag for peaoe, In 
faot has instructud her envoys in Europe to 
sabmit to the powers tho terms which she is 
willing to offer. It ia a formal ranenral or 
repetition on a larger scale of the overtures 
made to tbe Bf Itiah governmenli a month 
ago. Tbe Newa expreaaea again its approv- 
al of Lord Koaebery 'a effort for joint interfer- 
ence, ond speaks regretfully of tho reluct- 
ance of tho powera to aee tbe mutter in the 
same llfiht. " No Earopean government," 
it Bays, " can desire to eee this 
diaastroua oonfliot prolonged. Even tho 
United States, despite the Monroe doctrine, 
must be condemned for tho regularity and 
security of their trade with Japan. Sooner 
or later, and better sooner than later, there 
must be an international settlement. It 
will be dillijult to cintond that interference 
will be premature now." 

The dentral Newa ajya : " There is rea- 
lOB to believe that China baa resolved to 
formally abk the powers which have im 
mediate commeroial interests at stake to 
stop tho war. The Chinese minister is said 
to have trHnsmittod tho question to the 
Foreign Office in London tliia uftor- 
noou. This evening he started for 
Paris to seek interviews with M. 
Hanotaux, French minister of for- 
eign affaira, and President Casimir-Pe- 
rier. Neither tbe foreign ofUce, the adniir- 
t^Ity, tbe Chinese legation Dor tbe Japanese 
leg<;ktion has heard anything to coufirm the 
published reports of the bombardment and 
capture of Talionwan and Kubuyono." 

The Central Newa suggests that the re 
port has the aime baoia as tho story of Port 
Arthurs's full. 

Tho Graphic has this dispatch from Rome 
"According to a telegram from Pekin, 
China is disposed to conclude peace upou 
the basia of the acknowledgment of Korea's 
independence and the p.>yment of an in- 
demnity to be fixed by the powera who are 
willing to support ihia arrangement and are 
requested to intervene." 

i'be Times correspondent in Tientsin tele 
graphs under today's date; "Tho tele- 
graph to Pirt Arthur was cut yeatorday, 
probably on the narrow isthmus between 
Port Adams and Talion Wun. Tills indi 
oatea that the Japrineno are within a day's 
march of the Tulien Wan forts. It ia re 
ported that 70.000 Siberian troops have been 
concentrated at Vladivoatook." 

The Times bears from Yokohama that bo- 
fore the capture of Feng Hung Tobning, the 
Chinese fired the citadel and fled in the 
night. 

A Shanghai dispatch saya that an attack 
ia now being made on Fort Arthur by the 
Japs with toirpedo boata, and it ia expeoted 
that Talien Wai will be attacked daring the 
day. 

The Cbineae army have been thrown into 
a panic by the Japanese victory, and are 
Btill fleeing before- the Japa. The Chinese 
troopa in Manobnria are robbing the natives 
and committing horrible atrooitiea wherever 
. they pass. The Japanese, on the other 
hand, are treating the Chinese well, and 
consequently are being received with open 
arms. Viceroy Li Hang Chang, the dia- 
patoit Uto atatea, ba« been ordered to 
Pekin. 

Tho Chineae loan ia well received on tho 
London marketa. The opinion in banking 
circles is that a maofa larger amount would 
have been aabsoribed if it had been oven a 
four or a four and a half per cent, gold 
loan, 

A Yokohama ditpatoh states that the 
steamer Sydney has been allowed to leavo 
Kobe, where atio had been delayed and 
searched for artiolea contraband of war. 
Two American paaaengers on the ateamer 
were arrested. 

A dispatch aaya England baa sent an ulti- 
matum to Viceroy of Pa Chi Li, demanding 
an indemnity for the aeizure of Japanese 
passengers on board the liritish steamer 
Chunu King. Tho ultimatum also demands 
that Tao Ti be dismissed and that the Chun 
King bo saluted. If this be not complied 
with within u week England threatens re- 
prisals on the Chinese vossols. 

The foreign of&ce, in response to inquiries, 
confirms the report that the Chlaesu guv- 
ernment baa requested tho powers having 
immediate commercial intoroata at atako to 
intervene for the purpose of aeonring a set- 
tlement of the war with Japan. 

Tho Exohango Telegraph Co. (Ltd.) ia 
authori/.ed to deny the atatement printed in 
the St. James Gizo te that tho British gov- 
ernment has sent an ultimatum to Vioeroy 
Pe Chi Li demanding a settlement of the 
Chun Kiiig »ff..ir. No ultimatum, tho Ex- 
change Telegraph Co. aaya, ia required, us 
the Ufaiseae government baa tendered an 
apology for the outrage and has agreed to 
pay the indemnity demanded, and that 
the Chun King ehall be aaluted by the forts. 

YoKoiiAyA, Nov. 6. — Tho report ciblod 
to tho Abai'tiated Press that Fungwung- 
ching was sot on fire before its evacuation by 
the Cliineso has been confirmed by advices 
from the front. Tho Chinese evidently ab- | 
andoned hnpu of making a successful do- 
funoj uguinst tho udvuucing Japanese army, 
and set lire to i hu caatle and then fled, with- 
out beiug attacked. 

Tho IJritish atpanior Gaelic, from San 
Ffancleoo, which wan Hoiz'jd by the Japan- 
ese authorities on tho ground that aho was 
carrying contrabiud ef war, has been oUow- 
ed to sail, as it was found upon investiga- 
tion that tho Huspicion was unfoundad. The 
Gaelic waa duo to leavo for Hongkong at 
noon yostorduy. 

The French ateamer Sydney, from Mar- 
leilloa for Yokohama, which arrived at 
Singapore about October 11, has been noiuod 
SB suspicion of having contraband of war on 
board. 

A detachment of the first Japanese army 
haa reached the landing pluoa ot the aeoond 
army, and oommualoatton between tbe two 
armlea haa been established, 

Hkiu.ik, Nov. 6. —Tho Kruao Zoitung cor- 
renpnndont in London has had an interview 
with Sir Halliday Macartney, councillor of 
tho Chineso legation. Sir Halliday vigor- 
oualy attacked Lord Roaobery'u policy 
toward tho ooinbatunta ua weak and vacillat- 
ing. " When Japan demondcd roforins in 
Korea," lie naid, " Lord Rosebery should 
have prevented further complicationa by 
domonstrating to her that it would bo im- 
poasiblo to comply with such a preposterous 
proposal. He ought to havo Intimated that 
if there should bo war between China and 
Japan, Groat Hritain would not remain 
neutral. When tho Kow Shing was sunk 
by a Japanese man-of war he let another 
opportunity slip, allowing the Ikitieh flag to 
bo insulted with impunity. The Eastern 
people are not likely now to forgot how the 
flag may bo treated as a " quantlto neglige- 
able." Uat Lord Boaebery'a audden ftt* 



tempt to interfere waa more remarkable 
than his previous let alone policy. Id was 
not eolioiced^nor even ooantenuuoed by the 
a>)itibatant8, and waa, utterly unwarranted.

Ceremonies Attendnut on the GonTerBlon of 
Princess Allx. 

LiVADiA, Nov. 5. — Princess Allx wos re- 
ceived into the orthodox church cn Friday. 
Sho received tho title of Grand Duchess. 
After the ceremony of confession she re- 
ceived tbe orthodox aaerament. The ritual 
observed required no denunciation of her 
former faith. The priest merely asked the 
Princess to express her belief in the Trinity, 
and then to repaat tho dogmaa of the ortho- 
dox faith. Sho did so and was then led by 
a priest into tho church and up to a table on 
which were vessels containing consecrated 
oil. In the meantime a choir was singing 
paalmb. Tho Princess knelt before tho 
tablo. After tbe offering of prayers and the 
singing of hymns tho priest said; "Arise, my 
beloved ; aritie in tho fear of Ood." The 
Princess stood up and said : 

" I vow to remain steadfast in tho or- 
thodox Catholic church to my last breath, 
I vow that I acknowledge this faith uud 
rejoice in obeying its laws. As a sign of 
this Binoore vow, which comes from my 
heart, I kiss the cross of the Saviouri 
Amen," 

Then she knelt and the priest gave ab 
aolutton. After numoroua hymns and pray- 
ers, in which all the members of the Czir's 
family were named, the priest anointed the 
Princess with consecrated oil on tho temples, 
eyes, nose, lips, ears, hands and feet. After- 
ward ho touched these parts with a sponge 
dipped in holy water. He then proc'aimed 
the Princess' lawful oonveraion to the BuB' 
sian orthodox chnrotji And exhorted those 
present to pray for her. ' 

St. Pktehshuko, Nov. 4 — Te Deum 
was sung to day in the oathedral of St. 
Isaac, in celebration of the reception of 
Princeaa Allx, the Czar'a betrothed, into the 
orthodox church.

COLONIAL JUDGES. 

Their Eligibility for the British Bench- 
HIt;h Uei)utation of Many Uembera 
of tho Judiciary. 

London, Nov, 6.— The Times aaya In a 

leader on the Australian suggestion that 
judgea from Australia should be eligible for 
the English bench : There is a strong feel- 
ing In the self governing colonics that if 
the judicial committee of the Privy Council 
is to retain ita old position, it must be en- 
larged to meet the new requirementa which 
it la expected to fulfil. The alternative 
seema to lie between tbia and the creation of 
Independent aupreme eourta for each great 
gronp of oolonlea. She extating Supreme 
Court of ' Canada is an indieatiou of tbe 
direction ia which the colonies may be ex- 
pected to move. In colonial appeals the 
judges oonrposing the coinnittee have 
given decision on points with which they 
were necessarily unfamiliar. Ili ia not 
surprising that they make miatakea which 
bring tbe judiciary of the empire into dia- 
repute. If there were no remedy the even- 
tual aeverance of tho judicial aystema of the 
principal colonics from that of tbe United 
Kingdom probably would bo inevitable. It 
ia, however, very generally recognized that 
a remedy lies In the exercise of the power by 
which provision has already been made in 
theory for the admission of colonial judges 
to the committee. It ia felt that the Aus- 
tralian, Canadian or South African judges 
should sit in tbe committee for the reasons for 
which tho Indian judges originally were 
called to abaro tbe oounoll s alUira. Tbe 
self-governing colonies have assumed an im- 
port warranting the grave consideration 
of the demand. Tho change mi.'.ht bo made 
gradually by appointing in tho fir it instance 
only one, who presumably woula bo chosen 
from Australia. Tho legal reputation of the 
best colonial ju Igcu ia very high, and there 
can bo but very liitio doubt; that the judg- 
ments of the councils would gain weight 
from being formed with actual as well as 
technical knowledge of local law. 

Tho Times insiata upon tho advantage of 
maintaining the existing unity of tho British 
legal system. " L'he question cannot be 
determined solely by legal merits," tt aaya, 
" Tho committeo has for the majority of the 
colonists something more than the signi 
flcanoe of a mere court of appeal. Perhaps 
no Britiah Inatitution ia more universally 
accepted aa a symbol of the unity of th 
empire* Zta emslenoy haa high political 
importance, and any measure tending to In 
crease its efficiency must be viewed with 
general satisfaction. The question of ex 
[lonso may be raised, but if the oolonlea are 
earnest in their desire for judicial represen 
tat ion this ought not to be a permanent ob 
stacle."

W0M:aN'8 NATIONAL OOUNOIL. 

The sphere of woman is widening in these 
days, or perhaps It would be more oorreob 
to say woman is in thia nineteenth century 
iinding out lior true sphere. In what are 
called the good old times, it was said and 
thoQghb thftt wofflui'B aotivities shoold be 
ooDfioed to her home. Her world should be 
bounded by its walls. Men can manage all 
oatside affairs without her assistance. It is 
unbecoininc! in her to mix with tho buey 
crowd in tho Btreeta and in tho market, and 
to compote with men in tho work of the 
world, If she docs so she will become 
rough and coarse, and Iobo the graces 
and the virtues whioh now oonatitate 
her chief charm and make her so preoious in 
tho eyoa of men. This, and a great deal 
more, was said by thoeo who wore opposfid 
to the udvanctuit-nt and the Uberatiop of 
woman and lior iidmibsion into full partner- 
ship with men in the bueinoaa of tho world. 
And, strange to say, many of those who 
were loudest and most strenuoud in their 
opposition to any considerable wicifcuicg of 
woman's pphero wore women. 

]5ut in fpite of prejudice uud in t!io fuco of 
cppoBiliim from inivuy (|uurtora, thu euuae of 
woman's liberation advanced. Quo woman 
after aootber by the good work she did vin 
dioated her own right, and the ric;ht of her 
sex, to take a part in the endeavor to 
make tho world wiser and better 
than it ie. It bogiin to dawn upon men tliut 
if women posuess tlio ubilii y Lu aid llioiu in 
the work of social and liioral reform the very 
poBBOBsion of thttb ability ia the atri.'n^joat ur 
gumont possible that thoy havu a right to ox- 
ereise it. It was found, too, that there is 
work in the world, outside tho domeuiic cir- 
cle, that women are peculiarly fitted 
to perform, and ao at last they cumo to hnvu 
an acknowledged part in tlie world'a activi- 
ties, Orgunizationa of women wore formed 
to ttooomplish many good purpoaoa. It is 
pleasant to observfi that the great majority 
of these jiarpoBCB are for elevating, refining 
and aiding not only their own aox, 
but sooiety as a whole. Woman in 
her new sphere ia true to the 
character given her by uno of tho best and 
most gifted of men — she is, in very truth, a 
mlnlstetlDg angel." Wb need not enu- 
merate the objeots of the aooieties of women. 
Kvoryone'a memory will supply him with a 
list, and ho will flod that tlio «ood of 
others— good lo bo obtained by disinterested 
exertion and SBlf-saorlfioe— is the aim of 
nearly every one of them. 

It is now believed that) these women's 
organizations could work moro ifTeotlvely 
and more pleasantly if thoy wrre united by 
a ^ond of sympathy. If they ivorkod le- 
gether, U they, were mutually helpful, it j 
Is goabendeii p ^Idiey oonl^ o'do . more ' 



and do their several kinds of 
work bettor than if they continued 
isolated. It is to promote thia federation of 
women's associations of one kind and another 
thab Lady Aberdeen ia to address tho meet- 
ing In the Victoria Theatre to-morrow even- 
ing. {Ehe Counteas has already done a great 
deal towards the formation of " ThaNational 
Council of Women of Civniida." Tho organi- 
zition ia, aa wo have >»iroady ind cited, 
rather u fodorutiou of uaaociutiona than an 
association in tho ordinary sense of the 
word. It is moat liberal in its constitution, 
ombraoiBg all sorts of societies of women 
that have for their object the Improvement 
of Bootety in ary direotion. It rooognizoa 
no limitation of creed or condition or race. 

Tho Countess of Aberdeen ia her- 
self a splendid example of a woman 
worker. There are very few ladies 
who h«.ve B greater, number, or more 
important duties to perform— duties of her 
station and duties of her home— yet while 
neglecting none of them she iinds time or 
makes time to do muoh work for tho im- 
provement of the community in whioh her 
lot ia oast. She did this in Ireland, and 
she did it nolily and BuoaesafuUy. She is 
now exerting herself for'the benefit of Gana 
diana, and our sincere desire ia that tho good 
she docs will bo in proporlioa to her oxer 
tionB, and will eijual her expectations and 
her hopes. If we were asked to choose a 
motto for tho organizution of whioh the 
Countess of Aberdeen Is . the advooate and 
the President we would give this one : 

" Whatsoever thinga are true, whatQocvor 
things are honest, whataoaver things are 
just, whatsoever thinga are pure, whatso- 
ever thinga are lovely, whataoovor tliinga 
are of good report ; if there bo any virtue 
and if there be any praise, think on these 
things." 

YESTERDAT8 MBBTINQ. 

The meetint; in the City Hall yesterday 
afternoon waa a more than usually representa- 
tive one. The feeling shown and tho opin- 
ions expreeaed may, therefore, bo taken aa 
those of the oitiz >na generally without re- 
gard to party. In point of faofc the support- 
ers of the Government are, If anythicg, 
more grieved and indignant at the course 
which the Postmaster-General has seen fit to 
pursue than are its opponents. They find it 
impossible to justify or even to attempt to 
palliate the conduct of the Post 
Office Defartimenti with respect to 
the unfortnnate clerks and carriers. 
It will be oliaerved that both Mr. Prior and 
Mr. Garle, than whom the Government has 
not two more loyal supporters in tho House 
of Commons, joined in the general condem- 
nation of the Post Office Department. His 
Lordship Bishop Penia and - tho Rev. 
Messrs. Cleaver, Baldwin and Hall, who 
cannot be supposed to have any 
political end in view, expressed them- 
selves very strongly in favor of tho 
case of the suspended employes. Senator 
Molnnes, Mr. Marchant and Mr, Alex. Wil- 
son, as might have been expected, endeav- 
ored to make political capital for their party 
out of the unfortonate business. Those who 
gave them the opportunity to do so are 
rather to be blamed than thoy. If the Post- 
maater General desired to do the Govern- 
ment of which he is a member as much 
harm as he possibly could In this City, and 
indeed the Province generally, he could 
nob have done so more effectively than by 
the way he has mismanaged this apparently 
insignificant matter. The sum required is 
a paltry ono, and if it were paid in the right 
way and at the right time the Government 
would to-day stand aa high in tho estima- 
tion of the electors of Victoria as ever It 
did. When that money was withheld the 
Post Office Departroenb, besides doing what 
waa both cruel and nnjnst, played into the 
hands of the opponents of the Qovernmont. 
Those opponents, we learn, were quick to 
see the mistake that was made, and lost no 
time in taking advantage of It. Although 
there was really no politlos In the matter, 
the Orits aro crying industriously to make 
the citizens believe that there is, and their 
cxortiouB will no doubt be attended by 
Bome measure of success. 



There are two varieties of it in that coun- 
try — one is optional and the other obliga- 
tory. Any amendment of tho constitution 
must be submitted to tho people. This vari- 
ety also obtains In the United States, When- 
evor30,000 voters in Switzerland or eight of 
the cantons demand that any law be sub- 
mitted to tho people an election to confirm 
or reject it must be hold. Tho people r.f 
Sn-itzcrluiid do not avail tliemsclvea of thia 
privilege to as great an extent aa many 
might expect. ^During the twenty 'yews j in 
which the law has -been' In operation nob 
more than one bill in eight has been sub- 
mitted to the people, and of these, singular 
to say, only a third have received the popu- 
lar sanction. Although the people of Swit- 
zerland, If they chooao, cr.u have a direct 
voice in the enactment of every law intro- 
duced Into the legislature, thoy havo only 
petitioned to pnsa upon one-eighth of the 
laws, and thoy have given their oonsent to 
one twenty-fourtli of them. Tho above ap- 
pliea to the federal legialature ulono. 

Tho cantons have the referendum in both 
varieties. In some the referendum is op- 
tional and in some it is obligatory. When 
it is optional the people seldom avail them- 
selves of the privilege, and when it is obli- 
gatory tho proportion of the meuBuroB ro- 
jootod iH from a quarter to a linlf. 

It is supposed by its advocates In this 
country that the referendum would be a 
great boon to the worklngman. It does not 
appear to work in that woy in Switzerland, 
Our authority says : 

Oae'curiouB fact about the working of the 
rcforendam" In Switzerland is that labor 
Uaws or measures designed to benefit the 
cundition of the worklng-olatses are very 
likely to be rejected. A signal instance of 
this kind oconrred in June last, when a vote 
was taken on a proposal to insert in the con- 
stitution a provision affirming the right of 
every male citizen to employment. It was 
rejected by a vote of HOO.OOO to 85,- 
000. Formerly similar roaults had 
been ruoortied in the cautona. In 
one of them, the industrial canton 
of Zurich, a law was rejected whioh re- 
duced the hours of work in faotorios and 
gave protection to women and children em- 
ployed in them. The same canton ulaa ro- 
jioted a factory lnw, a law providing for 
tho eonipulaory insuranco of workmen and 
regulating their relations with their em- 
ployers, and a low giving daughters an equal 
inheritance with suns in the eatatos of their 
parents. Laws involving tho expenditure 
of money are almost Invariably rejected. It 
was tho custom at ono time in some of the 
cantons to submit tho appropriation bills to 
the popular vole ; but as these were rejected 
several times in succession it was found im- 
possible to carry on the government, and 
tho practice had to be abandoned. In 
all oases the vote cast at the 
referendum is much smaller than at 
the elections, rarely muoh exceeding 
one-half tho electorate. In many instances 
laws fail to be approved because a majority 
of the electors have not voted upon them. 

This shrrt extract gives the reader a 
glimpse of the working of the referendum In 
the only country in which It forms part of 
the regular process of legislation. We 
hardly think that lb will prove very attract- 
ive to reflecting men of any party. lb must 
be remembered that Switzerland is a small 
country, and that its cantons — tho aolf-gov- 
orning members of the federation — aro very 
small Indeed, A system which might work 
fairly well in a small community might be, 
and probably would be, altogether unwork- 
able in a largo country whose affairs aro 
greatly more complicated and oonaeq'aently 
much more diffioolb to manage. 



''WHAT IS THE RBFMRENDOM ? " 

We hear a good deal about the "referen- 
dum " In theao days. It is demanded by the 
party in this and other countries whioh 
cUin'/a to bo "advanced," but there aro 
many among the membern of that purly who 
do not know exactly what it means, and 
there are very many more of other parties 
who have but a very Indefinite idea of its 
aignificiLca. " What is this referendum ?'' 
waa asked the writer tho other day by a 
person of more than average intelligence. 
Ho was aurjjrisod lo find that, although ho 
did not know what the word meant, he was 
tolerably familiar with the thing thab the 
word stands for. He was somewhat in the 
ponttion of tho man who had been talking 
proao ali hia life without know- 
ing it. He heard tho statement 
that till) refurundum has for u long time 
boon piactiaod in Uiis city, and that he had 
frequently seen it in operation, with incred- 
ulity. He did nob know that the submission 
of a money by-law t(> tho ratepayers of tho 
city waa u form of rtforondum. Hia remark 
wud : " If that ia Iho referendum I don't 
think much of it." Wholhor it ia good or 
bad, the referendum that the " advanced " 
politicians are asking for it this process ap- 
plied to some or all the laws of the country. 
Ibis, in fact, a devloo which in a great mea- 
sure doea away with ropreeontativo law- 
making bodioa and makoa tlio people them- 

Ivoa really and directly tho Uw makers. 
The plebiscite to find out whether or not the 
people are in faypr of prabibttlon is a form of 
thie "initiative" whioh tbotama "advaneed" 
pblltloians expeob ^. enjoy wlien tbe politi- 
cal millenlum arrives. The country which 
has both tho initiative and the referendum 
huc: democracy izi ita simplest form.

Tho matter was finally tabled for 
forthor consideration. 

Harrison A Wivlkely, the aoworago on- 
tractors, compluined that; their lanterns, 
displayed for tho puiposa of showing whoro 
sewerage work ia in progress, for the pro- 
tection of the public, are very frequently 
stolen ; they thought that tbey should have 
some consideration in this respect, , The 
chief of police will be instructed to give the 
matter bis attention. 

R. B. McMioking wrote in roforeuco to 
tho recent decision of the oity council that 
tho oity oleotricftl engineer should give his 
entire attention to the oity'a buoiaoas. He 
was quite willing to do this, he said, after 
bis long and harmonious aaaociation with 
the oity — the only matter for consideration 
was that of tho remuneration to bo paid for 
the exclusive service of tho electrician. 
What was tho salary to be ? Ho suggested 
that an opportunity bo given to meet the 
council In this regard, and the Mayor was 
instructed to arrange for the desired meet- 
ing.

Keith-Wilson objeoted to the 
suggested expenditure on principle ; if the 
property owners incoreated wanted the 
atreot improved there was a method pro- 
vided — let thorn have tllo work done by 
the local improvement system. There waa 
a brief debate and the original motion pre- 
vailed, tho matter being referred to the 
street committeo. 

Thomas Haughton and seventy five other 
residents of Spring Ridgo directed attention 
to the necessity for tho stationing of a police 
officer permanently in that neighborhood. 
Tho communic \tion was passed on to the 
Chief of Polico with the request that one of 
tho regular men bo uaei|2nod fur 
thia duty. Aid. Munn in paaaing stated 
that the council muat remember that the 
control of tho polico waa no longer in thoir 
hands, but in those of the oomrnisaioncrs. 
Tho Mayor added that it was his intention 
to call a special meeting of tho council at an 
early date in order that ho might lay before 
them Hoveral matters of special importance 
in connection witli tho polico doparlmont. 

Routine matters were next dealt with. 
The purchaao of tho boat re(niire(l for tho 
uijo of tho o*rotaker of the water -,vorks waa 
authorized ; it} was decided to roooivo Mrs, 
Grant (president of the local W. C. T. U ) 
and Dr. Lewis Hall (president of tho Y. M. 
C. A.) who have asked fur permiseion to lay 
before tho board tho draft of a now li(|Uor 
license regulation by-law which they hope 
to see adopted by tbe oity council ; and tho 
streets oommittee reported upon tho various 
minor matters which had been left to them 
for disposal. 

The finance committee recommended the 
payment of S7S0 on account of the recep- 
tion to Lord and Lady Aberdeen ; of 
SI, 218 12 on eleotrio light account; of 
.$-1,722,49 out of the general revenue; end 
of $140 puBsod by the school board. The 
comniiltee rejected eleotrio light bills for 
uuppliesiuruibhed by the Alhiou Iron Works 
('o,, the Taylor Mill Co. and tbe Canada 
General Electric Light Co., tho total be- 
iug $483 43. 

The refusal was on tho ground that there 
was no authority for tbe expenditure sought 
to ho made, and tho committee demanded 
aome further information before passing tbe 
ucoounta. 

Alo MtiNN- Raid that while ho had not 
Been all tho billa ho would like to rendnd 
the council that two wooka ago tho purchase 
of u couaidorable f|Uantity of auppliea waa 
authorized. Tho course of tho fauunce com- 
mittee was, he thought, peculiar in refusing 
to pasa accounts which had been duly certi- 
fied and signed by tho members of the elec- 
tric light committee ; if there waa anything 
wrong tho auditor was tho proper purson to 
brlnij it to the attention of tlis council. Ho 
c^uUl SGo no juatilication for tho stand taken 
by the finance oommittee. 

The Mayor said that ho know that the 
bill of the Albion Iron Works, which waa 
the largest of those objected to, was oorreoc. 
Ho did not know all the circumstances of 
the other mutters. 

Ald Baksk defended the action of tbe 
committee. 

Ald Keith-Wii.son explained that one 
of tho items which the finance oommittee 
objeoted to waa that of §30 for buggy 
hire for Mr. Stickela. Another was for 
a ton nf bolts which the- Albion Iron 
Works Company supplied. This was cer- 
tainly too large a stock to pnrohaae,. other- 
wise than by tender, and if authority had 
been given for the oommittee to make such 
largo purchases he wanted to see that auth- 
ority withdrawn. 

Ald. Munn did not think that either he 
or tho electric light committee could bo 
held responsible if the other members of tho 
couEoil forgot when eiponditurea were auth- 
orized. All tha goods had been purchased 
in tho cheapest market and tho price paid 
was nowhere above the market rate. In re- 
gird to the horse and buggy for Mr. Stick- 
elR, he had confarred with other members of 
the oouncil before this expenditure was in- 
curred. The hire charged was but SI 50 per 
day, which was considered reasonable. 

Ald Sttles held that Mr. Stickels 
ahould h£,ve famished his own horse and 
buggy. 

Ald Dwyer had not known that the ex* 
penditure had been authorized or hs WOUld 
not have ohallongod the item. ' 

Ald. Baueb said that as, with Aid.

ALD. EBiTa-Wii:,s3K thought that the 
whole council should go out to the Home as 
mcmhera of the investigating ' committee, 
and it was finally 80 ordered. 

Tho post office trouble, aa it has come to 
be called, was the next subject of considera- 
tion, but not of disoussion, for the appended 
resolution, introduced by Aid. Munn and 
seconded by Aid. Ledingham, passed with- 
out debate or opposition : 

" Whereas great loss and inconvenience 
has been caused to the people of Victoria 
by the recent ditlloultiea between the Post- 
maator General's department and the em- 
ployes of tha oity post oilioe, 

"And whereas it is alleged that the said 
employea are iusufiioiently paid, and that 
this matter haa been repeatedly brought to 
the attention of the department, with the 
reeult that reasonable demands have been 
entirely ignored ; 

" Therefore bo it resolved that this coun- 
cil pomt out to the Dominion government 
that In its opinion tho remuneration paid to 
tho post office clerks and carriers ia not com- 
menaurato with the coat of living in this 
province, and that tho recent difficulty waa 
a logical result of unfair and uc just treat- 
ment on the part of the department." 

Aid. Humphrey and Dwyer had also a 
resolution, which passed without discussion 
or opposition : 

" That the ciiy assessor furnish a list of 
the city property owners who are non-reai- 
dentsof thocity of Victoria and also non-resi- 
dents of tho province, thia list being for tho 
general information of the public." 

Completing tbe business of tbe evening 
waa a ooromnnioation from H. J. Cave, com- 
plaining that Esquimau road, between 
Mary and Catherine stree's, had been 
closed to traffic, greatly to the 
inconvenience of the oltizens, who 
since 1862 have had uninterropted access to 
this thoroughfare. He assured the council 
that ttiere is no other' road which may be 
utiliz'-.d, and that tbe road has never been 
properly cancelled. Aid. Ledingham pointed 
out thot although used us a road the city 
had beon uollocting taxes on thia property 
year after year, and after aome further de- 
bate the matter went to tho atreeta com- 
mittee and city aolioitors for a report.

A Larfirely Attended Public Meeting 
Diaenss the XJnestlon at the 
City Hall. 



fiesolntion Passed Dnaandlner Beiu- 
stateiuent of Suspended Botployes 
on Fall Pay. 

Aollng under iuatruotions rocontly rO' 
coived from Octawa, FoBtnmstcc Shakoe 
pearo has added to the temporary staff of 
the post oifioe hero uatil now the ineide staff 
is of ita uaual-siz^, and the only dol^ya expe 
rlenoed are those naturally arhing through 
the enlisttront of new men in the work. It 
is ezpootod that an efifort will fee made this 
morning to re-eatabliah the delivery, the 
new men also being brought into service in 
this department. Yesterday afternoon 
What) iTM probably the larxeBlxnaaB meeting 
ever held in the city — certainly the largest 
afternoon gathering of citizens — was hold at 
the city hall under the presidency of Hin 
Worship Mayor IVague. The subjeob of the 
poat ofiBoe employes and tlie events leading 
up thereto was debated for upwards of two 
hours, and a strongly worded resolution was 
then adopted, whioh Mayor Toaguo lust 
evening forwarded to Hon. Mucken'/io 
Bowell, the acting premier, at Ottawa. 

" This meeting has been called," e.xplained 
His Worship tbu Mayor on taking tnu obair 
and rapping for order, " at the riquesD of a 
large number of influential and representa- 
tive oitizoQs, to take into consideration the 
present anfortuuuto pusition of ufTairs with 
regard to the Victoria post ofiice — the non- 
delivery of letters in the usual manner and 
other matters. Xheae are mattera of aeriono 
importanea to buaineaa men. I might give 
an InstanoB illustrating the point. A leiter 
mailed in Vanoonver on the first 
of the month was delivered at my 
office yesterdays it was upon an im- 
portant matter of buainets and the 
delay seriously inoonvenienoed me. No 
doubt others have had the same experience. 
These mattuce oannot be allowed to stand aa 
they are at present. Something must be 
done. (Applause.) Aside from the case of 
the employes, whom all will admit to have 
been unfairly treated, there are other sides 
to the question. We are not asking the 
department at Ottawa for any favors. Wu 
are simply aslcing for our just rights. (Ap 
pl«uB6 ) The Provinou of Hritiali Columbia 
contributes to the federiil revenue more per 
capita — much more. — thiin does any other 
province in the confoderatiun. Wo are, 
therefore, entitled to our fair shuro of thu 
public expenditure, ond this in the caso of 
our post cilEcB employes wo uro not receiving 
It is, as I said before, our rights and noth- 
ing but cur tighia that wo are abking for. 
(Applause ) I shall not dwell upon the un 
fairness of asking men to give ttiuir labor — 
not unskilled either I may say — for the 
small amount of money which in the piat 
has been the remuneration of our poet otiico 
clerks and carriers ; nor shall 1 take up your 
time in saying anything of the wretched 
farce of referring to their miserable pittances 
as 'salaries ' The treatment of our clerks 
and carriers by the post ofTico authorities 
hat been nothing short of abominablo. The 
payment the carriers receive, I know of my 
Bwn knowledge, is not enough to furnish 
them and their fomilies with the barest 
necessaries of life. I have in mind one 
of the carriers who, before and after 
tikiog his daily rounds, has long been in the 
habit of taking auoh Other work aa he can 
get to do in order that he may thus piece 
out his salary and keep his wife and family 
from starvation. In a Christian oonntry, as 
ours is, this mnaii not be tolerated. (Ap- 
plause.) We must aot, and aot immediately. 
I hope that the speakers who follow me will 
onfine their remarica to the qaeation at 
issue, whioh resolves itaelf into two separ- 
ate grievances for us to deal with — the non- 
delivery of our letters, and the inadK|uate 
remuneration of our post oflico employees. 
Above all things I hope and truac that those 
who may take the platform hero to-day will 
keep politics and political ends separate and 
apart. Politics have nothing to do with the 
question so far as wo hcru are concerned. 
Then let Conservatism look after itself ; and 
let Libeialiim shift for itaelf. If there 
is to bo any Liberal sido of the question in- 
troduced let it come in tho form of a little 
more liberality to our clerks and carriers." 
(Applause.) 

His Lordship Bishop Perrin was tho first 
speaker to tako tho platform, haviug, aa he 
explained, to hurry away in order to till an 
ongugpniont with Flia KxcellcLoy tho 
Governor General. Ho tirat eipreedtd h.s 
ainoero thanks to HIa Worship tho Mayor 
for having cjlled the meeting ; ho wj,h sure 
tho method adopted for tho purpoao of 
securiDg justice for tho poat cilice oniployea 
was tho boat that ould have been pursued. 
Ho was also in accord with His Worship the 
Mayor in hoping that politics would be kept 
far apart from the diaouaaion. Ihe matter 
which had brought together the large audi- 
ence which he saw before him was not a 
political question, but a public grievance. 
He had once heard tell of a clergyman who 
on arriving ten minutes late at 8ai:.day aor- 
vice was sharply taken to task by one of his 
oongregation. " Hut I have only loat 
ten minutes," the clergyman ventured to 
remark. "Yes, and there ore 'SOO of ua 
here whom you have kept waiting ; so you 
havo in reality wasted .'(.000 minutes of our 
useful time." Ho (Hithop Perrin) would 
liko to know how many minutes of time be- 
longing to the people cf Victoria had boon 
waated in wailing for the mail which under 
other ciroumstancea thoy would not havo 
been compollod to wait for. Tho depart- 
ment should bo convinced that it has no 
right thus to punish tho oitizeua of Victoria 
for what thoy may look upon ua a wrong 
step token by tho poat nflioo attachoa iu aua- 
pending work for a day. (Applause.) The 
department had no light to puuiah a fault 
of its servants — if a fault had boon com- 
mitted— at tho oxponao of tho oitizona of 
Victoria. Ho hoped this mooting would toll 
the departmental heads that the wrong way 
had been takon in dealing with tho post ofiice 
employes. He hoped, too, that those post ofUco 
clerks and carriers temporarily deprived of 
their work would nob henceforth be referred 
to as having been on " strike," for this 
would at once antagonize tho authorities at 
Ottawa. In no aenae of the term did bo 
think that snapenaion of work for the one 
day laat week could be roforrod to as a strike. 
(Chore had been no organization ; no plan- 
ning in aeoret ; none of the elements of a 
Btrike. (The facts simply wero that after 
waiting and waiting for the fulfilmont of 
promises which should never have required 
to bo made and whioh when made should 
have boom promptly redoomod, tho men had 
suspended work for a fow hours until they 
could tako tho advico of those in tho best 
position to give sound oounsal. Having been 
brought in oontaot with theso and roooivod 
their advioo tho men had immediately re- 
turned to their duties. Thoir oonduot 
throughout was direotly opposite to that 
which UBUaly oharacterlzesastriko. Ho would 
aay little in regard to the adequacy or inado- j

quacy of the aalariea paid to thn olerka 
and oarriwa, aa he had not been sufficiently 
long a Britiah Culnmblan to form a oorreot 
estimate of the ooab of living. He would, 
however, aay that in view of tho responsi- 
bility of their work, the wages of the postal 
olerka and letter oarriera ahould ba sullioient 
to seonre the employment of capable, honor- 
able and honest men, and aucb, 
he believed, were thoie of thn Vic- 
toria post office, (Applause) It was 
on those gronnda that ho considered a 
publio grievance called for an expression of 
publio opinion, and if this meeting resulted 
in a Bottlomonb of tho matter at issue, he 
was sure that His Worship the Mayor could 
look back to tho oooaaion aa one of the 
brightest and most useful ohaptera in the 
history of his mayoralty. 

Colonel E. G. Prior, who was called for 
amid choors and roooivod with an ovation, 
had first to aay that ho was thoroughly and 
heartily in sympathy with tho mun of 
tlio poat ofiioo who are out of work at tho 
proaont liino (Appluuoe). Ho was glud to see 
so largo and thoroughly represoutativo an 
attenaanco at this nieotiog. It, however, 
tho citizens took so much interott in tho 
position of tho matter that thoy ht,d come 
together to discuss, ho and his colleague 
were interested a hundred-fold. By letters, 
by telegrams, by interviews, by constant 
solicitation, thoy had endeavored to have 
these men of the post office kept on in their 
positions at u proper wage. He did not 
know what more he oould aay. He and hie 
coUeaguo, both in season and oat of season, 
bad urged tho injustioo which had charac- 
terized the treatment of tho Victoria post 
tliice omployes, and had protested against 
tho outrage of withholding their pay. They 
had used strong words in demanding that> 
tho promise of the provisional allowance bo 
redeemed. Hit Worship the Mayor, in 
opening, and a littlo later His Lordship the 
Bishop of Columbia, had urged that politics- 
be kept entirely out of this discussion. He, 
too, would endorse this suggestion. Polities' 
were entirely foreign to the subject. We 
had in the Yiotoria post office a number of 
men who would never have been filling the 
positiona they did in the publio service were 
they not reoognized aa aoDer, honeat, honor' 
able, industrious and capable men. (Ap- 
plause.) Being such they should be paid 
wages in keeping with their valne to their 
employers and the importance of the service 
rendered — a sum, too, that would keep- 
them honest. (Applause.) XiikeHia Xiord- 
ship the Bishop, neither he nor his o61Ieague» 
Mr. Earle, oould look upon the recent sus- 
pension of work by the post office employes 
in the light of a strike. The men bad 
been assured from time to time that the 
portion of their pay known as tho provisional 
allowance would soon bo paid them. It 
was noted on tho July pay sheet that it 
would bo paid in a fow daya, and they had 
worked on week after week and month after 
month, wondering as to the delay and wait- 
ing for tho money. Many wore the calls 
they paid to both himself and Mr. Earle, 
and each timo they could only advise the 
post, oflico people to wait a littlo longer. In 
the meanwhile, anticipating tho payment to 
them of thoir allowance, they had made 
engagements which otherwise thoy would 
not have, and whioh as time wenc on, the 
money nob arrivicg, placed them in a very 
embarrassing position. Finally the men had 
come to him and said that if they oould nob 
get their money they would have to go out, 
and he had then said that he could 
not blame them a bit. He had said, too, 
that they had better oonsidar carefully 
whao they were doing, for once having gone 
out it might not be an easy matter to {;eb 
back. No government, whether this or any 
other, has any compassion, and would not 
be disposed to paaa lightly over ao seriouu a 
breach of regulation aa the auspenaion of 
work by the entire staff. The men had at 
the earliest moment taken thehr grievance to 
a repreaentative body of buaineaa men, and 
they had Hatened to and immediately aoted 
upon the advice of the board of trade. The 
board had passed a ceaolntion in sympathy 
with the men, and thia teaolatioa he and 
Mr. Earle had forwarded the aame 
night to Ottiftwa with aome very 
strong remarka of their own attached. 
As yet no satiafaotory reply had been 
received and there the matter rested, he 
was sorry to say. Perhaps some other 
spoaker would suggest a means to get these 
men what thoy asked, simply justice and 
that alone. (Applause.) 

Mr. Thomas Earlo, who also was accorded 
a most hearty welcome, thoroughly con- 
curred in what had boon said by his col- 
league and by the Lord Kishop, The former 
had explained bow everything that could be 
done had boon done by the Victoria mem- 
bers to have tho matter settled. Both he 
and Col. Prior wero thoroughly in sympathy 
with the men of tho post} otiice in their 
present unfortunate position, and ho would 
say fuither that that their recent action in 
suspending work bad also his full con- 
currence. It oould not be looked upon as a 
strike by anyone. These men had been 
working from month to month in 
daily anticipation of the pay- 
ment of the money due them ; 
with the provisional allowance their aalariea 
were small enough ; without it they Were 
totally inadequate to supply the bareat 
neceasaricB of life. The poat cffice employes 
wero beyond question the most poorly paid 
of any in tho publio service, while their 
positions wero of great trust and called for 
quickness, caro, honesty and industry. Any- 
ono who had been brought in contact with 
tho men of tho Vioeoria post office knew 
that a moro capable and well disposed body 
of men was not to bo found in any branch of 
tho publio service. If any action of his or 
his coUoaguo could faoilitato tho settlemont 
of tho (luestion, tho citizens of Victoria 
might rest assured that it would bo taken. 
To-day thoy came forward aa citizsns of 
Victoria, to join with thoir fellow oitizans 
in any project they might decide upon as 
calculated to couviiioo thu PoetiDaater Gen- 
oral of tho strong oppoaitiou shown and felt 
by Victoriana aa to the couraa ho had seen fit 
to purauo. (Applause.) 

Rov. Solomon Cleaver said that never be- 
fore had ho felt that it would be more con- 
venient to bo a politician than a preacher. 
Ho thought that tho ccjasion demanded 
stronger language than would perhaps be- 
come one wearing the cloth. That our post 
oUico employes had been shamefully treated 
no one present would deny. Then where 
did tho blame rest 1 He had been told that 
the post office department had promised to 
send on the ' provisional allowance to the 
men of the .Victoria office; had not 
done 80, and had given no aatis- 
faotory explanation of why it had 
not been done, If a preacher had done thla 
he would have been branded aa a liar. He 
did not think that the Victoria olerka and 
oarriera ahould be made to suffer for the 
Ottawa lio, and be thought, too, in view of 
their reoont treatment, they might more 
aptly bo referred to aa government slaves— 
not governmonb servants. Tho reverend 
gontlcm >n then wont into a calculation of 
the rail! nf living upon ?21).10 per month, 
Hho'.uPL' I ' lit with a family of four, after 
.11(1.1 iif tli.i minimum for rent, fuel and 
onilUi'.Liit nine cent!, por day per person 
M/MiiUi lemiin for food. This of course — 
IMC- i.riiic- ijer meal — would not permit the 
lainuy tvun to indulgo in such luzuriosaa 
ai'-ui or tea or sugar. Tho most it would ; 
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buy would bo a quarter of a pound 
of bread and a cupful of milk for 
eaoh person. This was, ho hold, a 
crying ahamn and a diagraoe. (.Applause.) 
It was not an easy matter to euggoat a 
remedy, but until tho Ottawa authorities 
awakened to a aonao of tboir roBponsibility 
ho auggoated that the provisional allowance 
to tho thirteen oarriera be contributed by 
voluntary ollerin^a of Victorians. There 
were, ho waa confident, 130 gentlemen pre- 
sent who would willingly give §1 per month 
rather than soo tho carriora ciroum- 
Btanood aa ho had deacribed. He oortaiuly 
would bo willing to aubaorilja his 
dollar, and ho thought that the emphatic 
protest against thoir niggardly action, thua 
entered, would bo felt by the government 
and would ioduoe them to reatore and pay 
promptly in future the provisional allow- 
anie. 

William Marchant waa next called upon, 
and after prefacing his remarks with tho 
statement of hia satisfaction that tho subject 
of debate was to bo kept clear of political 
ground, he proceeded to quote copiously 
from govornmont blue books in support of 
his statement that tho clorks and carriers of 
Victoria are in receipt of tho smallest pay of 
any oflianrain the department, tho minimum 
wa^oa being piid to tho Victoria carriers, 
and only uuo other city in tho Dominion 
havicg tho aanie scale in force — tho city of 
FredericktoD, with 'one carrier. After refer- 
ring to the inadequacy of tho salaries to meet 
the ordinary obligatiuns of life, he arced 
that the government ehould not be allowed 
to turn out faithful and capable servants 
juali because they bad endeavored, in a fair 
and legitimate way, to secure rodreea for 
their grievances. He Buggestedi if tho peo- 
ple of Vfotoria ware in earnesli in their sup- 
port of the clerks and carriers, that they 
had in their own hands a weapon with 
which they could retaliate — thoy oould with- 
draw their private boxes, which were a 
luxury in any event, and thereby reduce tho 
revenue of tlio oiiioo. Beaidea, they had a 
right to look in tho faoea at every oppor- 
tunity of thoao who had come forward to 
take tho plaeoa of men whose only fault 
was that they had darod to aak for their 
righta. Ho would like to know if inquiry 
had boon n.ado into tho charactera of these 
temporary employes who had replaced hon- 
est and C;ipal)le men. Ho know aoraething 
about tho charaotera of aomo of them that 
would bring a blush to any honest man's 
cheek. His suggestion at tho preaent waa 
th'\t t'ln olorUa and carriora prepuro a 
strongly worded protest, and that it bo 
taken from door to door so that the whole 
city might afgn. Then let it bo forwarded 
to Ottawa. 

Rov. Ihomaa Baldwin briefly expressed 
himaolf as heartily in sympathy with the 
post office employoa now under suspension, 
and voiced tho hopo that the preaent trouble 
would prove a tempest in a teapot. Ho 
thought that surely the Ottawa authorities 
would listen to the voice of reason and 
jnstioe, and inorease to a living wage the 
present' inadequate payment of the carriers 
and olerks 

Aid. Keith Wilson thought that the last 
speaker had brought the matter more to a 
business standpoint than had any of those 
who bad gone before him. Let this meeting 
express itaolf in a strongly worded reso- 
lution, and let every citizen of Victoria 
stand by the olerks and oarriera. They 
hai a right to expect this sympathy 
•ad sapporb after ba^g returned to 
work as. they did by the advice of the board 
of trade. Xhe Ottawa authorities should be 
told In fearless and decided language tho 
positioii of affairs. To bring matters to a 
foons he^moved that this meeting express 
itself as of opinion that tho Viotoria post 
office employes had boon most unfairly 
treated, and request tho government to take 
into careful consideration tho oiroumstances 
of the 'case, reinstate them in their positions, 
and provide and pay them their full wage. 
This, he thought, would express the feel- 
ing of the meeting and produce the desired 
til'aot. If it didn't wo could have another 
meeting and adopt something stronger. 
(Applause. ) 

President A. C. Flumerfelt, of tho Board 
of Trade, advised the paseago of a roaolution 
endoraing that of tho Board of Trade, which 
he thought covered the (ground well and 
fully. He took the point that when the 
men returned to work and their 
services were acoepted by Postmaster 
ShakoEpeare, acting as the representative of 
the department, any offence which they 
might have committod was condoned. 
This point might be touched upon 
in any resolution adopted ; OC that 
of the Board of Trade might simply be en- 
dorsed. In whatever action waa taken in 
behalf of the clerks and carriers the oitizens 
of Viotoria could reat asanred he was with 
thorn. (Applause.) 

Hon. Senator Mclnnes was sorry that the 
occasion had arisen for tho gathering of so 
large and repreaontativo an audience. Tho 
subject waa a painful one, and while ho 
would try to dieaasooiato tho trouble from 
its political environments tho task would bo 
a difficult one. He regretted e.xceodingly 
that the prenont deplorable circumatuncea 
had arieeu. Ho was always oppuaed to 
"atrikee," while ho admitted that if any- 
thing oould bo regarded aa justifying such a 
meana being employed tho post ollico men 
certainly had it. He Buggosted that the 
city council ulao paaa a roaolution on tho 
pi4mo lines ua that of tho board of trade. 
T lia meeting might also express itaelf aimi' 
larly, and those rcaolulions, together with 
tin t'ffjrta of tho Victoria members, might 
bring Sir Adolpho to hia senses. He 
bltined tho Poatniastor General for 
neglecting thu interests of his depart- 
ment and of the public while enjoying 
pleasure trips to Eogland and New York at 
thepeople'd coat and urged that " the aoontr 
this autoorat is taught a lesson tho bettor." 
The Senator was next passing to an arraign- 
ment of the government on tho flshery (]ues- 
tion when recalled - by frequent cries of 
*'qt(8ltlon," "question." He then abruptly 
oonolnded bis remarks by hoping that tho 
post office employes would be roinsiated and 
that the provisionalallowanco would speedily 
bedoneafway with and an inoroasod fixed 
wage substituted. The citizens oould count 
upon hia assistance in this direction at all 

times. 

Trustno Lewis seconded Aid. Kcith- 
WiUon'a motion and briefly gave his reasons 
for po doing. Ho was a member of tho 
Liberal Contorvativo party, ho said, but 
would vote against them at tho next eloo 
tion if ihoy did not deal justly with tho 
poHt ( Hi !o employes of Victoria. 

Mr. Alex, Wilson did not think that any 
rosolutitm would do any good— tho men 
would not bo roinstatod in any event, or ho 
was very much mistaken. Ho blamed Vic- 
loria'H members for not seeing to 
it that tho cac^iera and clorka 
wero nH well paid horo as wore 
those of Quebec, Sir A. P. Caron's homo, 
whero the cost of living was Infinitaly 
lees. He know how it would bo now. 
l^verything that might be said Sir Adolphe 
would shrug his shoulders at and say that 
hu had already filled the .positions -for 
plenty of men could be gob to do the work 
' it 



clerks and wasting money on trips Buoh as 
tho Governer-Genecal was now taking, 
though he was glad to see His Excellenoy 

hero. 

Rev. Joseph Holl thought the grievance 
had been well threBhed out, and that any 
resolution expressing the feeling of the 
meeting would bo unanimously adopted. Ho 
could not underatand how the present orisis 
had arisen — tho estimate having boon passed 
it was hard to see why tho money had not 
boon paid. If rotrenohmont was a necessity 
surely tho knife had been applied in tho 
wrong place. He hoped that whatever reso- 
lution tho meeting deoided upon would bo 
no milk and water affair, but on tho con- 
trary something that would mean buaiuoas. 
Ho had prepared a reaolutiou which might 
perhaps moot tho views of tho mooting. Ho 
had nogleoted to draw a preamble reciting 
the faots of the case, but the resolution 
road : 

" Roaolvod, — That thia largo and repro- 
aentalivo mooting of all claasos of tho citi- 
zens of Victoria, at a meeting convened by 
the Mayor, irrespective of political loauinga, 
emphatically and indignantly protest againit 
tho unjust treatment motod out to tho 
meagrely paid employes of tho poat ollioe 
dep'Ttmont in this city, and demand that 
thoy 1)0 reinatatod and that tho salary, with 
tho provisional allowance, bo promptly 
paid." 

Thia was rocoivod with cheers, and waa 
seconded by Aid. Munn, who eodoraod both 
tho sentimenta aud the wording. If it 
failed in its result — if it was treated with 
contempt — the only thing ho could see next 
to be done was for the oitizens of Viotoria 
to instruot their representatives in parlia 
ment to withdraw their supp)rt from the 
government of wbiob Sir A^P. Caron is a 
member. 

Aid. Keith-Wilson withdrew hia resoUi. 
tion in favor of that of Bev. Mr. Hall, which 
waa unanimously adopted, the meeting soon 
after coming to a close, The resolution was 
telegraphed last evening to the aoting 
premier. Sir John Thompson being absent 
from the capital.

To Hia Excellency the Right Honorable 
John Campbell Hamiliton Gordon, Earl 
of Aberdeen, Governor-General of the 

Dominion of Canada : 

May it I'lkask Yonii KxuEr.LK.vov : — 

Wo dnsire to (idjr to Your Excellency, on 
behalf of the Bishop, Clergy and Laity of 
the Dioceso of British Columbia, a hearty 
welcome on tho oooaaion of your visit to this, 
the moat westerly diocese of tho Church of 
England. 

We beg to convoy to Your Excellency the 
cxproEsion of our loyalty to the throne and 
person of Our Mosu Qraoious Sovereign 
Lady, Queen Viotoria, 

We desire to record our thanlifnlness that 
Her Majesty is represented in this Domin- 
ion by one so distlDgnithed as Yonr Bzoel- 
lenoy for zeal in all good worlia ; and we are 
assured of your ini-oreab in all that oonoerns 
the religious and moral welfare of the peo- 
ple over whom you are placed. 

Wo are speoially anziona to call the at- 
tention of Your Excellency to the important 
question of tho religions education of tho 
young in our day aohools. We deeply feel 
that, in addition to the cxtructa from tho 
Bible, which occur in tho Primers, there 
should bo a dofinito time ant apart for Bible 
rending arid religious instruction, ou tho 
same lines as are allowed elsewhere. 

We rejoice that Your Excellency is ao 
companiod by tho Counteaa of .\berdecn, 
whoso labors in every good cnuao wo thank- 
fully recognize, and to who ulau we oll'jr a 
hearty welcome.

His Excellency replied aa follows : 
My Lord Bishop, Venerable Archdeacon 
and Gentlemen : 

This expression ond manifestation on your 
part ia certainly one which I feel very sin- 
cerely, and all the more owing to tho emin- 
ently marked and prevalent loyalty of the 
country. While I cannot say that I have been 
unfamiliar with demorstrntiona of loyalty 
and public spirit aiuco I have been called 
upon to occupy tho high poailiou of repre- 
sentative of Her Mpjesty in Canada, yet 
this particular form and expresaion, or rath- 
er the very source from which it emanatea, is 
one which gives a very distinctive oharucter 
to thia token. I can assuro you I consider 
it a great advantage aa well aa a privilege 
to be thus brought in contact with a body of 
repreaentative olergy who are engaged in 
tho great work of promoting the true and 
highest welfare of the people of this coun- 
try. I trnst I am nob otherwise than appre- 
ciative of the paramonnt importance of 
this great work. As regards that 
pattionlar topio io which you make refer- 
ence, namely, relb^oas ednoatien, I tliink 
you win nnderatand that it woald not be ap- 
propriate or even bensfieial for mo to offer 
any expreaaiona dictated by any personal 
opiniona of mine. Yet at least I may Bay 
this, that yoor deliberate and emphatic do- 
olaration shall be brought before the notico 
of those to whom is entrusted the very scri- 
oun and important task of dealing with the 
administration of these queations, in order 
that they may bo uv.'are of tho diatinct utter- 
ance made by a body which as I have 
remarked is so eminently repreaentative as 
that, which I have tho opportunity of meet- 
ing to-day. I value thia address all the 
more, because it cornea frnm tho Biahop, 
olergy and laity of the I'rovinco of British 
Columbia, and thius indicates a most cordial 
greeting not only to myself in my oUioial 
o.ipacity but also in a personal relation." 

His IC^cclliincy concluded hy again ei- 
preaeing hia thanks for the kind and uoidial 
manner in which ho had bren received. 

Afterwards tho wives of tho clergy and 
laity preaent wore introduced to the Gov- 
ernor-General and tho Countesa.

Ills Excellency's Advlco to tlin Meeting Held 
Liiut Suiulny Aftcriiuon. 

With roforonco to tho roinarka of tho 
Govornor-Gonoral ab tho mooting of tho 
Young Men's Chriatian Association on Sun- 
day afternoon, tho brief report already pub- 
lished having been mentioned by some who 
were present as not a aufiiciontly accurate 
repreaentatlon of what was said by Hia £x- 



oellonoy, appended ia a verbatim report of 
part of HiH Kxcellenoy'a rimarka. 

After alluding to the advantages which 
mifjht be c.x[)octed to proceed from such an 
institution as tho Y.M.C.A., His Exeelleucy 
went on to say : " Thora are, of courae, 
tlirco foea eapecially againat which yaiion 
men have to contend, namely, iu the 
matter of drinking. gambling and 
what ia frequently described aa the fioah. 
Aa to tho first of those wo all know that ia 
a matter of faahion, and custom ia often a 
conaidorablo factor. For lustanoo, if a man 
v/hen uskod to take a drink deolinoa to do 
so, ho knows that ho la liable to be reeardtid 
US peculiar, or as incliood to sot himself up. 
Now that is a thing from which a man 
shrinks ; ho would almost rather face a can- 
non'd mouth than oxpoBO himself to tho ro- 
putation of being eelf-righteous and so forth. 
But, of course, tho courageous thing is to 
disregard - that and stick to what one bo- 
lieves Is right. I am told, however, that in 
this, as in some other plaoea,' the idea that 
it is uncivil to decline an offer of refresh- 
ments is passing away. Let us by all 
means promote this more rational view oi the 
matter. As to gambling I aball say little, 
partly because I am nob quite suro 
to what extent, if any, the tendency exists 
here. All I would say is that wherever tho 
trouble, or rather the post, for such it is, 
exists it ia a work not only of roligioD bub of 
patriotiflm — aye of humanity — to aid iu sup- 
pressing it. Now tho third ovil has tho 
over abiding and additional force of having, 
as it were, as an ally tho lower or animal 
nature in our oonstitutlon. We sometimes 
feel as if thia wore tho strong man armed 
keeping his houeo, but lot us think of tho 
stronger tliun he who will enable us to crush 
tho usurpation of thU force and also to re- 
ject the suggestion made by devil or man, 
that it is hopoloBS and too high an ideal for a 
young man to aim at keeping himself pure. 
Lot us remember also that though this 
enemy is in a special sense to be combatted 
alone, we aro fighting in common with an 
unknown multitude who are engaged in 
precisely tho same battle. Tho last thought 
that I wish to suggest is that a Y.M.C.A. 
may properly aim, not only at providing a 
place of resort and religioua ministrations 
for ita members and aasociatea, but may 
keep in view opportunitiea of taking part in 
the promotion of whatever is for the public 
weal; in other words showing practical in- 
terest in publio affairs. Wo should seek to 
promote riehtoouenesa, nob only in a per- 
sonal, but in a national aonao. And for 
this end it ia tho dutv of all to tako a 
practical intercat in the affairs of tlioir city, 
tholr district, their country. And with ro- 
feronco to tluib it is satiafaotory — it ia en- 
couraging — to aeo that so many ablo and 
public spirited men are taking their part in 
suing publio positions and interestiof; them- 
selves in the public affaifs of ' this city and 
province. We cannot all be' membera of 
parliament or town oonnolllora, but we can 
all assist to seoure the best men for such 
positions. Thus the work'cf the Y.M. C. A. 
will be not only a patriotic but a religious 
work, and ia happily, being recognized aa 
such." 

His Excellency closed by expreasicg his 
appreciation at meeting the large and in- 
flaential meeting that had assembled.
